THE WAVES AND THE ROCK. 


Popular theories are the fetishes of the day, so long as 
the novelty lasts. Everything.is made to conform to them. 
They are like the ancient bed of Procrustes to which all guests 
were fitted, no matter what their stature. If too long, they 
were conveniently shortened ; if too short, they were stretched 
until they reached the proper length. So facts are made to 
square with theories, instead of squaring theories with facts. 

Evolution, as popularly misunderstood and misapplied, 
was such a Procrustean bed. Its most enthusiastic dervishes, 
far from being satisfied with doin& violence to science alone, 
sought to make of it a universal rule and measure. 

Rationalists came first and found the theory ready to 
their hands. Immediately they set themselves at the task of 
evolving all things out of matter. Mind, soul and even God 
Himself were reduced to it. The Infinite Creator was declared 
to be one and the same with us, one and the same with the en- 
tire universe. Such was materialism, such was monism, such 
was the modern: pantheism, such in fine was the fancy and 
favorite brand of philanthropic humanitarianism. 

Socialism came next, and in the light of the new theory 
began at once to rewrite all history. There was no longer a 
Revelation or an unalterable Divine creed, but all things were 
perpetually evolving according to economic laws. Though we 
find the facts were plainly otherwise as we study the history 
of the Church, yet they were easily changed to fit the Marxian’ 
theory. Such was the materialistic conception of history, his- 


' toric materialism or economic determinism, as they variously 


chose to call it. 


Madernism came last. There was little left for it to do. 
It took the now threadbare theory, and merely sought to make 


the Church, in particular, conform with it. The Catholic truth 
of today, they said, will be false tomorrow, because beliefs 
evolve like all things else. “See how wise we are’; they ex- 
claimed in self-admiration, and straightway were forgotten. 
So modernism dreamed its little dream of folly with the rest.
